On Thursday, April 19, 1984, the 
Board of Directors of the Elba 
Chamber of Commerce unanimously 
endorsed the re-voting of the county 
wide and district school taxes, which 
are scheduled for election on 
Tuesday, May 15, 1984. Please allow 
us your time to explain how 
desperately we need to continue 
these taxes. 

Each voter in the entire county 
will have an opportunity to vote on a 
one mill and a four mill tax which 
make up the total five mill county 
wide school tax. Residents of Coffee 
County have been paying these taxes 
for some fifty years. Depending upon 
the place of your residence, be it in 
the county. Enterprise, or Elba, each 
voter will vote on a district school tax 
of six mills. This is in addition to the 
county wide tax previously 
mentioned. Therefore, you have the 
opportunity to vote to continue some 
eleven mills of school tax which have 
been on the books for many years. 
These are not new taxes. 

At the present time, based on 
figures complied from the Alabama 
State Department of Education and 
published by the Montgomery 
Advertiser, the Elba City School 
system ranks 115th of 127 total 
school systems in the amount of local 
per pupil expenditure provided for 
public education. In other words, 
only 12 places from the bottom. If we 
lose these existing eleven mills of 
local tax on Tuesday, May 15, we will 
find ourselves at the very bottom of 
the list in the state. I think we all 
realize that this is not a very enviable 
position to be in, nor does it reflect 
what the people of Elba think of

and Enterprise therein, for public school purposes for the Coffee 
County school system within said District, for a period of thirty 
(30) years commencing with the tax year beginning on October 1, 
1984 (for which state and county taxes will become due and pay- 
able on October 1, 1985), and continuing to and including the tax 
2013 (for which state and county 
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the full Senate is to concentrate on 
assisting the victim and helping all 
people learn to be more responsible 
for themselves, rather than putting 
energy into helping those people 
who seemingly are unwilling to try to 
help themselves.

AM OPEN LETTER TO THE CITIZENS OF COFFEE COUNTY

Mrs. Rachel Bryan is in her tentt 
year as sponsor of the Zion Chapel 
Rebel annual staff. 

When Mrs. Bryan first started 
the only experience she had behind 
her was some work on her high 
school yearbook and some work on 
the TSU Palladium in college. Most 
of the work she had sone in college 
was typing. 

The year before Mrs. Bryan 
became the Rebel sponsor, the 
yearbook staff had started having a 
beauty pageant to select a Campus 
Beauty and_ senior, junior, 
sophomore, and freshman beauties. 
During her first year as sponsor, the

Mrs. Bryan said, ‘Being a 
yearbook sponsor has not been an 
easy job but it is one that has given 
me some of my fondest memories. I 
have had the privilege of working 
with some outstanding students.

Chemistry Class 
Learns How To 


Find Blood Type

What type blood do you have? A 
few of Zion Chapel's students will 
not ponder on this question any 
more, 

Zion Chapel's chemistry students 
recently engaged themselves in a 
blood typing activity. This activity 
was supervised by Mike Lindsey, 
chemistry teacher. 

The class found its blood type by 
putting three drops of blood on a 
slide. After doing this each person 
added a drop of Anti-A, Anti-B, and 
Anti-Rh serum in each drop of his 
blood. By studying the coagulation 
of the cells in the blood, the class 
was able to determine each person's 
blood type. 

No special instruments are 
needed to perform this activity, 
however, a dissection microscope 
may be used to view the drops of 
blood. 

All individuals have either type 
A, O, B, or AB blood. Each variation 
may be either positive or negative of 


with the Rhesus Monkey. In Mr. 
Lindsey's class there were several A, 
B, and O blood types. There were no 
AB blood types found, There were 
two students who were found to have 
the rare blood type B. Thirteen 
percent of the population of the 
United States has this blood type. 

When asked why he included the 
experiment in his class, Mr. Lindsey 
said, “It provides students with 
knowledge of different blood types 
and procedures used to determine 
them,”

TOPIC OF THE WEEK 
THE UGLY SIDE OF LOVE 


The green eyed monster that kills 
some relationships and strengthens 
others is called jealousy. In its most 
extreme form it has ended more than 
love affairs, its unpleasantness caus- 
ing fights and ugly scenes. It’s like 
cancer, eating you up on the inside. 
Yet, most people don't understand 
what causes this monster to surface. 
What is this unsettling emotion and 
what, if anything, can be done to 
control it? 

It's an emotion that’ most of us 
keep in the closet; nobody likes to 
own up to being jealous. Disclosure 
of jealousy makes us very vulnerable 
to another human being. We are far 
more likely to admit that we envy 
someone, (Sure wish I had that 
Mercedes, those diamonds, that 
fancy house is a lot easier to say than 
I'm afraid of losing you). Envy does 
offer options; you can work to obtain 
that which you envy or learn to do 
without it. Admitting the jails are full 
of people who fail to do either, envy 
is a lot harder to deal with when you 
are poor. Most people can at least 
talk about their envy, and talking 
about something that gets you down 
increases your chances of feeling 
better about it. 

Children develop jealousy at an 
early age often based on a perceived 
threat such as a new baby. If we find 
ourselves in that situation parents 
should try te provide reassurance 
that the child will not be abandoned 
in favor of the new baby. It's 
important that a child be taught 
appropriate expressions for jealousy 
since childhood forms the basis for 
adult jealousy. 

While the most common form of 
jealousy occurs between children, it 
comes in different strengths. Mild 
jealousy is what we feel from time to 
time. It’s that tiny twinge one gets 
upon seeing a loved one laughing 
and smiling with a member of the 
opposite sex, Mild jealousy can bring 
an awareness thai a relationship is 
meaningful to a person, It helps a 
person get in touch with himself and 
increase a sense of competition, A 


‘ 
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little bit of jealousy like a dash of hot 
sauce, can add spice and zest to a 
relationship. It’s not only normal but 
it's also healthy. . 

Way over on the other side of the 
hot sauce range is irrational 
jealousy. This is when we lose a 
sense of reality. When a person 
begins to imagine rivals cr instances 
when his or her mate is unfaithful, 
the person is delusional. There is 
nothing healthy or normal about this 
kind of jealousy. 

The widest range of jealousy is 
called Problematic Jealousy. It is 
destructive, it occurs much more 
frequent and results in fights and 
extreme violence. A person whose 
sense of self-worth and self-esteem 
is very low is insecure and doesn’t 
know where he ends and his love 
object begins. 

This emotion can be controlled if 
we are willing to work at it hard 
enough. Sometimes a turning point 
can prompt the seeking of a solution 
for the problem. To control this 
monster we have to admit these 
feelings to ourselves. After we do

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this, we should talk about it with the 
one we love, and together evatuate 
the situation and see how realistic we 
are. While it’s difficult to control 
this monster, it isn’t impossible. 

Life is too short to go through a 
bunch of ugly changes. We've got 
to learn to talk about whatever 
emotions we feel. Communication is 
the Key to controlling that green- 
eyed monster and getting a troubled 
relationship back on the right track.

P&S Members Tell State 
Official Of Understafiing 


The Coffee County Board of 
Pensions: and Security held its 
quarterly meeting on Thursday 


morning, May 10, in Elba, and heard 
Ms. Patsy Jones, regional manager 
for the State Dept. of Pensions and 
Security, tell of the organization of 
the state department 

“The State P & S Dept. was 
recently reorganized,"’ stated Jones, 
‘tand the state board is appointed by 
the governor. The commissioner is 
the head of the department, whose 
responsibilities are divided into four 
offices: (1) Economic Assistance, (2) 
Field Management, (3) Social 
Services and (4) Program Support.” 

Ms. Jones also explained the 
responsibilities of each office and 
listed the bureaus under each office. 
These include: 

Economic Assistance - food 


assistance, child support and public 
assistance; 

Field Management - quality con- 
trol, county operations and staff 
development; 

Social Services - adult services, 
family and children's services, and 

Program Support financial 
management and data processing. 

‘*We at the state level are very 
pleased with the P & S program in 
the county,"’ added Jones, ‘‘and the 
local staff is doing good work in all 
areas. The recent Food Stamp 
review was excellent!’’ 

When asked about understaffing 
at the county office, Ms. Jones 
replied, ‘I know you need more 
workers, but there just isn’t enough 
to go around. Goy. Wallace has 


implemented a staff hiring freeze, 
and right now we're not adding state

employees. Due to the limitations on 
staff and funding the state must 
restrict services to those mandated 
by law. It is frustrating to all 
invotved."* = 

‘‘We have pride and want our 
people to do the best job possible,"’ 
said County P & S Board Chairman 
Fred Donaldson. ‘‘We want more 
people so we can offer more pro- 
grams to our people. It is frustrating 
to be on a board and make sugges- 
tions to better serve the people and 
then see no progress."’ 

County P & S director Ron Smith 
echoed the sentiment of Donaldson 
and stated, ‘‘Our four people are 
doing the work of 8 - 10 people, and I 
fear of job burnout. The pressure is 


great, and I wouldn't be surprised if. 


at any time a worker quit due to the 
mountain of work she must do. 
Additional help is needed now.”’

We will add 
a second sattelite dish, and now it 
looks like it wili be three-four weeks 
before we'll have the outside plant 
turned on."’ 

“When everything gets ready 
we'll convert our present customers 
and install new drops to all the 
houses,’' added Anderson. ‘‘When 
all the existing customers get new 
hookups we'll begin to sign up new 
subscribers,”’ 

Residents with cable-ready 
televisions will be able to simply 
hook up their sets; however, 
residents with older models will 
have to lease a converter to allow 


reception of the additional channels 
(13-19). Anyone wishing to receive 
Showtime or HBO will also have to 
lease a converter. 

‘Storer has made a substantial 
financial investment in Elba over the 
past few months,”’ said Anderson, 
“and because of this we'll have to 
seek a small rate increase. The basic 
rate will increase from $8 to $10 a 
month, additional outlets will be 
$2.50 and the pay services 
(Showtime and HBO) will be $10 
each, per month. A converter will be 
$3.50 a month. The increases will go 
into effect only after all existing 
customers get on the new systems.” 

Cable customers will be notified 
when and where to get converters, 
when the system is operational. 

Anderson will address the City 
Council on May 29 to explain the new 
services to be offered.

The drainage in Elba is 
in bad condition and many sidewalks 
and curbs are in need of repairing or 
replacing. If 1 am elected | intend to 
work in these areas until their 
quality is much better,"’ 

‘| am also in full support of the 
continuation of Elba’s recreational 
programs,"’ added Prescott. *'I feel 
especially strong about the fourth 
phase of the current program which 
is ‘the construction of a new 
swimming pool at Hawkins- 
Williams Park. I feel the city will 
receive enough grant monies to pay 
for the construction of the pool and I 
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feel we need the nool.”’ 

Prescott, who was born and 
raised in Elba, has served as City 
Clerk for the past 10 years and also 
as secreatary-treasurer for the Water 
and Electric Board, Duties as clerk 
have included being personnel 
director, office manager, purchasing 
agent and inspector of all 
departments, giving him a complete 
knowledge of all city activities. 
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
